influenced by the snu's rays precisely as 


ut also that the air aud water are 
with ours. In fact, the meteor- 
Mars is now being reduced to a 
science. 


Judging the two planets by superficial 


characteristics, however, one must admit 
a condition implying a higher degree of de- 
velopment in Mars. The continents of the 
earth, seen from a distance, present a very 
torn appearance, aud occupy scarcely a 
third of its surface, while Mars is girdled 
on both sides of the equator by one con- 
tinuous mainland, intersected by a uet- 
work of canals aud rivers, the land occu- 
pying approximately three-fourths of the 
whole area of the planet and the water 
only one-fourth, as a consequence of which 
it may be that its atmosphere is less 
clouded and vapor laden than ours. Pe- 
culiarly characteristic is the arrangement 
in which the geological nature of Mars has 
laid out the streams (canals?). 


All our streams without exception are 


tortuous, and all increase in width as they 
near the ocean. On Mars, on the contrary, 
the streams flow in straight lines and are 
of uniform width from source to mouth. 
These streams, from 70 to 100 kilometers' 
apart, have their banks bo well defined as 
to suggest the idea that they are subject 
to intelligent regulation, It is hardly pos- 
sible to conceive that two parallel canals, 
intersected tit right angles by a third, as 
in Opher land, can be the work of elemen- 
tary forces of nature. 


The question suggests itself again by the 


two canals which flow from ocean to ocean 
through the Island Hellas, crossing eacji 
other at right angles in the center. Not

Victims of tie Guillotine. 


As it is impossible now to ascertain the 


exact number of the victims of the mas- 
sacre of St. Bartholomew, so it is impos- 
sible to give a correct estimate of the num- 
ber of persons who were* put to death by 
the guillotine in France between Aug. 10, 
1792, and the 9th "Thermidor," 1794, but it 
was certainly not under 40,000. Lamartine 
and Thiers gave the number as under 20,- 
000, but they do not seem to have been ac- 
quainted with the evidence which has been 
discovered during tho last few years of th 
facts of the "Coinite du Salut Public" in 
the small towns and villages, where rough- 
ly constructed guillotines were erected and 
performed their awful work with appalling 
regularity.—London Saturday Keview.

I The government either purchases steert 
for the Indians a few weeks before an 
issue or three or four months previous to 
it, feeding them meanwhile on the govern- 
ment reservation. The latter practice is 
much more satisfactory to the contractor, 
aa it saves him the cost and care of these 
cattle during the winter, and the inevita- 
ble loss which must ensue in that time 
through illness and starvation. Those I 
saw had been 'purchased in October, and 
had been weighed and branded at that 
time wish the government brand. They 
were then allowed to roam over the gov- 
ernment reservation until the spring, 
when they had fallen off in weight from 
one-third to one-half. 


I They were then issued at their original 
Weight. That is, a steer which in October 
was found to weigh 1,100 pounds, and 
which would supply twenty or more peo- 
ple with meat, was supposed to have kept 
this weight throughout the entire winter, 
and was issued at 1,100, although it had not 
300 pounds of flesh on its bones. The agent 
is not to blame for this. This is the fault 
of the government, and it is quite fair to 
suppose that some one besides the contract- 
,or benefits by the arrangement. When 
.the beef is issued two weeks after tho con- 
tract has been made, it can and frequently 
is rejected by the army officer in charge 
of the issue if he, thinks it is unfit. 


But the officers present at the issue I 


saw were as helpless as they we're indig- 
nant, for the beef had weighed the weight 
credited to it once when it waa paid for, 
and the contractor had saved the expense 
of keeping it; and the Indian received just 
one-fourtl} of the meat due him, and for 
.Which he'paid in land.—Richard H. Davis

Figures on Algerian Stones. 


.Mr. Flamaud, who has been studying 


thcj inscribed stones in tho southeastern 
part of Algeria, has found many rocks 
upon which men, women and children, 
who were evidently prehistoric, nro repre- 
sented. The stones show tho figures of 
horses, cattle, ostriches and elephants, 
though the elephant has not Inhabited this 
region within historic times. No clew has 
yet, been found to the identity of these peo- 
ple, who were evidently neither Berbers, 
Arabs, Romans, Vandals or Visigoths. The 
designs bear considerable resemblance to 
Egyptian figures.—New York Sun. 


Influence of Steam on Magnet*. 


Kesearchea of German scientists have 


shown that with long continued heating in 
steam, magnets lose from 28 to 67 per cent 
of i heir power. If, after this, the magnets 
are remagneti/.ed and again exposed to the 
action of the steam, only a very slight loss 
of magnetic power is found to take place. 
According to science the experiments 
which have been made would seem to war- 
rant tho conclusion, also, that after such 
treatment a magnet is less liable to deteri- 
oration from mechanical vibration as well 
as heat.—New York Telegram.

It claims that they "em« 
ploy imported cheap lubor from the 
old world to tafce the bread out of the 
mouths of the American laborers and 
t.hcii families." 
Nothing could be 


further from the truth. The Demo- 
crat, if it has any instance in its mind, 
refeis to the Steol mills. 
Now what 


are Iho facts '< When the mills were 
removed from England to Bristol and 
were ready for operation they found a 
difficult problem to solve, j uere was 
not (nough unoccupied labor in Bristol 
to rim their mills. They advertised 
extensively for workers. 
All who 


wanted employment that were in any 
way, fitted got it. No American la- 
borci was refused work. The trouble 
is there was too much work for the 
capacity of the town. As a conse 
quence the town has had an influx of 
new people. There is room for more. 
People will eventually come where 
they can find employment. We even 
venture to say that if some important 
mill owner would transfer a plant 
from England to Doylestown that 
would give employment to say about 
1000 people, that no one in Doyles- 
town would be deprived of work for 
that leason, and it might be that some 
of the young men at the county seat 
who find time hanging heavily on their 
hands, could be induced, by reason of 
the \iages offered, to earn an honest 
and honorable living. It is the shal- 
lowest kind of demagoguery to assert 
that the establishment of a new indus- 
try in a town takes bread out of the 
mouths of its inhabitants. A four 
year old child would know better. 


—The course of the Democrats in 


incorporating into the Congressional 
Record Henry George's book on "Pro- 
tection or Free Trade," and circula- 
ting that work throughout the coun- 
try at the expense of the Government, 
is a matter of special significance to 
farmers and other land-owners. Say- 
ing nothing of the abuse of the "Record, 
and of the copyright privijeges in cir- 
culating private works at public ex- 
pense, it should be understood that in 
this work, as in bis other semi-corn* 
Munistic treatises, Henry George really 
argues for his single tax on land and 
the exemption of stocks, bonds, mort- 
gages, and all other property from tax- 
ation. He wants free trade—the abo- 
lition of all taxes on imported articles 
—not for itself alone, but in order to 
compel the Government to raise all its 
revenues by greatly increased taxes on 
land. In order that these levies may 
be heavy enough to crush out and de- 
stroy all the capital value of land, 
George wants to cut the Government 
off from the power of taxing anything 
else but land. His plan is to take 
taxes off personal property and all 
kinds of imported artices, in order 
that they may bo put on the land. He 
wants free trade in order to allow the 
Government no choice, but compel it 
to raise all its revenues by taxing land. 
And th's is the doctrine which the 
Democratic party is trying to incul- 
cate by circulating George's book at 
publi: expense.
